It is entirely clear that 
this question must have arisen for ad- | 
ministrative consideration immediately 
after the passage of the act and that 
the conclusion I have arrived at must 
have been adopted, because on the first 
Board of Regents appointed by Governor 
Russell there were three members who 
had attended the Lumpkin Law School, 
four who had attended Franklin College 
and one who had attended the State 
College of Agriculture and - Mechanic 
Arts. It will thus be seen that not 
more than five were appointed from any 
the schools which I have indi- 
cated, but if the University of Georgia 
at Athens were treated as a unit for ap- 
this provision it would have 
been violated at the start, because eight 
the original board came from the 
Athens.

Why a Deadlock? 

News reports have not made fully clear 
what obstacles prevent signing of a new con- 
tract between southern mine operators and the 
United Mine Workers’ Union of the CIO. 

According to latest reports the operators 
have agreed to abandon the wage differential 
in favor of the southern territory, thus putting 
wages on a par with those paid in the northern 
portions of the Appalachian region. Wage 
proposals of $7 a day have, apparently, been 
agreed to by both sides to the controversy. 

The mine workers have asked for annual 
vacations with pay and this, too, it is stated, 
is acceptable to the operators. One .minor 
difference which has not yet been reported 
as settled, is whether these vacations should 
all occur at the same time, thus involving 
shut-down of the mines, or whether they 
should be staggered, permitting the mines to 
continuously operate. 

This is such a minor point, however, it 
should not be difficult to reach reasonable 
compromise. 

Yet, despite the apparent lack of reason- 
able grounds for further dispute, it is stated 
that the mine workers have set July 7 as a 
deadline, on which date they will strike if a 
two-year contract is not signed. 

Which side is at fault is unknown. But, 
whichever it is, any strike or prolongation of 


the dispute can only be regarded as wilful re-.

30 days to six weeks in the German invasion of Russia will give 
the pattern of the European war for the next two years. 

If Hitler’s superior mechanized forces are able to bring the Rus- 
sians to terms within a short time, his next move will be in either 
one or two directions immediately, before the winter season sets in, 
according to this well-informed view: 

1. Launching of his long-threatened attempt to invade England. 

2. An attempt to close the Mediterranean to the British by 
simultaneous attacks against the Suez Canal and the Straits of 
Gibraltar, 


DEPENDS ON TIMING Whether he undertakes one or the 

other of .these objectives depends 
on the timing of the Russian campaign. A quick victory over 
the Russians, one achieved within the next 30 days, would open 
the way for an immediate assault on England. If delayed. much 


‘longer than this, informed opinion is that it would be too late 


in the year for him to reorganize his forces and concentrate them 
at channel ports for the attack on the British Isles. Instead, he 
would be expected to make a move for closing the Mediterranean, 
where winter months are more suited to military operations. 

On the other hand, if the Russians should succeed in standing 
the Germans off, even though yielding ground as the blitz devel- 
oped, then the possibility of either of the other moves would be far 
remote. Thegpattern of the war would be definitely extended to a 
period of at ‘least two years, providing added precious time for 
American military production, now just beginning to catch its full 
stride, to come effectively into play. 


GEORGE’S VIEWS _ Senator Walter F. George, Georgia chair- 

man of the all-important Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee, is one of the high-ranking administration 
officials in Washington to make this appraisal of the latest and 
most startling development in the European war situation. Kept 
constantly informed by the State Department. of developments 
abroad, he usually has an insight into war events and implications 
that are available to few of his colleagues in the senate. 

The outcome of the Russian invasion, the Foreign Relations 
Committee chairman feels, may largely be determined by the suc- 
cess the Germans have in moving through the Ukraine, Soviet bread- 
basket and the source of most of Russia’s oil supply. 

Capture of the Ukraine territory, considered one of Hitler’s main 
objectives if not his real purpose in turning on Moscow, would have 
a tremendously important twofold effect. It would cut off both 
Russia’s principal food supply and the oil she needs to run her 
mechanized machines and equipment. The relation of one to the 
other is apparent from the fact Russian agriculture is now mech- 
anized. Consequently, the loss of the Ukraine during early stages 
of the war might force a general Russian capitulation, although the 
greater part of her vast army might still. remain intact. It is as- 
sumed as a matter of course by military experts here that Hitler’s 
major effort will be spent in this direction.

THE COMMUNIST FLIP-FLOP Since the strange alliance of

thus handicap as much as possible aid to England.

(From The Moultrie Observer.) 


The most serious weakness in Georgia is tax 
dodging. Next to that we would mention the 
habit of being guided in voting by factional preju- 
dices. We suppose that there are no people any- 
where that want to be taxed. It is somewhat 
human to shy at taxes. It is also human to follow 
your faction, or to prefer “your own crowd.” We 
might .mention a third Georgia ailment, which is 
the preferment of votes to halos by men in public 
office. This is human again. It is not that we 
have human characteristics in Georgia entirely 
different from those found in other states, but it 
seems thot we do a little better job of it. We put 
more emphasis on our weaknesses, Georgia needs 
a taxing system made acceptable in the begin- 
ning, and sufficient to eliminate the danger of 
new taxes for a period of years. Then our busi- 
nessmen and financiers—‘“our best people’— 
would give their support to competent admin- 
istrators or executives. If there were more people 
registered and alert, looking for the right sort of 
men for public office, then the candidates would 
behave differently. They would campaign differ- 
ently, and they would carry on in office dif- 
ferently. 

At present the two extremes are riding wide 
and handsome. Those who want to tie up all 
possibilities of levying more taxes on-wealth, and 
those who care nothing about taxes and public 
service, but want to play havoc with their po- 
litical enemies.

The United States Public Health 
Service recommends a cream for- 
mula consisting of 10 per cent 
sodium perborate or two per cent 
potassium periodate mixed with 
vanishing cream. The cream 
should be rubbed _ thoroughly 
into the skin before a tramp into 
the woods. Afterwards, it should 


be washed off with strong soap 
and water. 

Another protective coating is 
suggested by the University of 
Chicago and consists in a five per 
cent solution of ferrous sulfate in 
half alcohol and half water. 

But sometimes it is too late for 
prevention. The United States 
Public Health Service has found 
tannic acid an effective cure for 
the inflammation. The inflamed 
area is first cleansed with alcohol 
and then treated with a 10 per 
cent solution of tannic acid in 
water.. If you have a severe case 
of poisoning, however, you will 
want to see your doctor and let 
him prescribe for you.

G. Wells, Second Army Artillery 
officer supervising the tests.

Gardiner C. Means, one of the 
leading Progressives of the execu- 
tive office, who wrote most of 
the national resources board’s re- 
port on the nation’s economy, puts 
it this way: “When these business 
men get a program spelled out for 
them, when they are called on to 
improvise ways of speeding an 
industrial job, they are marvels.

Been Too Busy. 

“But they have been so busy 
in their own lines they have never 
had time to grasp the full picture. 


|They have accepted as ‘sound’ the 


mechanisms of a once self-balanc- 
ing structure which depended on 
a high sensitivity of shifting wage 
and price levels to adjust itself 
automatically. 

“But could the railroads today 
be operated on a basis of quick 
readjustments in freight and wage 
rates whenever traffic in one 
commodity or another fell off or 
total traffic declined or expand- 
ed? Could the telephone system 
be operated on a basis of short- 
run readjustments in rates with 
changes in tne volume of mes- 


'sages being handled? Could auto- 


mobile production be organized 
so efficiently as it is if prices went 
down sharply whenever orders 
showed a tendency to fall off and 
rose sharply with rising demand? 
“Hardly Reasonable.”’ 

“That is the sort of thing the 
traditionalists really must count 
on if they expect the system to 
balance itself on the old _— basis. 
When 200 corporations control ap- 
proximately half of the industrial 
wealth of the country and two- 
thirds of the land, buildings and 
equipment owned by non-finan- 
cial corporations, it is hardly rea- 
sonable to expect the high degree 
of price sensitivity which is so 
typical of an agricultural economy 
such as characterized the country 
75 or 100 years ago.” 

It was on such a price-sensitive 
base that grew the system which 
collapsed in the ’20’s, discrediting 
the national leadership of the very 
kind of men whose energy and 
brains along other lines had done 
so much to make the nation great, 
and bringing on the New Deal, 
whose future—with that of all the 
American people—now hangs jn 
the balance. 

Isn’t it about time that this na- 
tion—including its industrialists, 
financiers, statesmen, economists 
and just plain people—began to 
look facts in the face, take stock 
of itself and make use of its po- 
tentialities before it is too late?
